A GREAT DANGER AVERTED. 



The gratifying assurance tuo country 
Las roooivod from the recent votoou tuo ad- 
dress that the Elliott Government will 
retain power during the lifetimo of tbo 
present Souse, at least, will tend to firm- 
ly establish confidence both here and 
abroad in the development of the resour- 
ces of tbo Province and tlio permanent 
character of its political institutions. "Wo 
have shown bow greatly tho credit of the 
Province has appreciated since 187G ii 
Jjondon, where our six per cent, bends 
that in 1875 were away below Egyptians or 
Turks now bead the list, being quoted a! 
a higher rato that those of any other 
country or colony. On the 21th of Do- 
camber last British Columbia bonds, issue 
of 1877, representing tho debt (funded) 
piled up by Walkem & Co., were sold 
on 'Change at 110%. On the same day the 
bonds of New South Wales declined to 
102%, and tho highest rimuo United 
States bonds reached was 105. People 
naturally say: When the bonds of a small 
and comparatively unknown Province rule 
bo much higher that those of older, 
rich and prosuuiubly more prosperous 
colonies and nations there must exist a 
cause. Yes; there does exist a cause; 
or rather a combination of causes for the 
vast improvement that has taken place 
ia tho value of our bonds in the 
world's money market. In tho first place 
to tho excolleut judgment and good policy 
of the Elliott Ministry is duo the fact that 
tho railway differences betweenCanada and 
Columbia are on tho point of adjustment. 
(Seo tho Opposition organ.) When tbo 
leader of tbo present Opposition departed 
on his wild goose chase to London in 
187d, bis organ in this city was iustrusted 
to bluster and threaten secession. Ac- 
cordingly) when he tried to float bonds on 
the London market he wau asked for 
tho security ho had to offer, and pro 
sented the querist with a file of the 
Standard containing a statement of tho 
approximate revenue for 1875-0, which 
included §210,000 as tho annual subsidy 
expected from Canada. "But /'retorted tho 
Bhrewd Londoner, "I find that this news- 
paper you have handed me, and which you 
quote as reliable, declares the Provineo to 
be ontlio brink of revolt against Canada 
— threatens secession from the Confedera- 
tion. In that event tho subsidy will ceaso. 
How, then, do you propose to supply tho 
deficiency?" There was no possible 
answer to this shrewd question. The 
Province got no money in London and its 
six per cent, debentures were tossed from 
bunk to bank and capitalist to capitalist 
in Victoria at a discount of 12% cents on 
every dollar they represented and bore 
interest at 8 per cent, in addition. In 
thoir terrible financial strait the Walkem- 
ites pledged tho subsidy from Canada — 
the only security they had to offor for 
bonds pledged as abovo stated. They 
wont out of office owing §573,228.30, and 
leaving a heavy deficit in the expenditure 
for tho current year which their successors 
were forced to provide. Mr. Humphreys' 
financial statement (laid before tho Houso 
in tho session of 1870) showed that up- 
wards of §500,000 required to bo rais- 
ed to nieot salaries and past extravagances 
before there could be expended a sinclo 
dollar on public improvements. These 
wore truly gigantie difficulties for men 
comiDg new to office to grapple. The Op- 
position, serono in tho belief that 
they bad so complicated matters 
that their return to office was but 
a question of a few weeks, obeyed 
tho summons of an angry people to "get 
out" with alacrity. A boast was freely 
ma-lo on the streets by an ex-Minister 
that "inside of a month we will bo hack 
there." But a good many mootliB havo 
passed since then, and from appearances 
tho Opposition stand as much chance of 
getting back as a member of the feline 
race without claws would of getting out 
of the dominion of Satan after the stairs 
had boen burned away. Tho new Min 
istry have bravely and energetically dis- 
charged their duty. They havo lifted 
tho country from the slough of despair 
and placed its feet on solid ground. They 
have met every liability promptly ; 
havo so restored the drooping credit of 
tho Province as to make Provincial bonds 
a most desirable investment in the eyes 
of English money lenders, and in pursu- 
ance of the progressive and enlightened 
policy announced a year ago they have 
assisted and encouraged the development 
of the mining interests of the Mainland. 
Iu its inception this part of thoir policy 
met wi'h determined opposition from nar- 
row minded and prejudiced men. They 
were told it would bo timo OHougb 
to develop quartz ledges aftrr they had 
been found. The mining engineer, then a 
stranger in the Province, was virulently 
attacked; tho Government were denounced 
for having employed him, and an attempt 
was made to abuse him until ho should 
turn back on tho threshold of tho Pro 
vinco aud leave us to our fate. At this 
important crisis the miners of Cariboo as- 
sumed an aggressivo attitude A meeting 
was called, and tho newspaper that had 
givon ourrenuy to the scandalous on- 
slaught was publicly branded as an eno 
my of tho country. The offending News- 
paper was at the time, and still is, Mr. 
Walltoiu's personal organ; but so outra- 
geous had been its language whilo dopre 
oiating the quart/, resources of tho Pro 
vinco that oven Mr. Walkem was forced 
(wo don't beliovo ho went willingly) to 
attend the meeting ami move tho condem- 
natory resolution ! Thanks to tho pluck 
and porsovoraneo of a few Cariboo miners, 
backed by tho Government, an improved 
aspect lias been imparted to every in- 
terest. The prospects of a healthy spring 
immigration anil tho inllnx of foreign 
capital are bright indeed, and tho 
area of cultivable land in the lower 
Fraser is about to bo largely added to by 
tho encouragomontof an intelligent dyking 
schomo. On tho whole we consider the 
outlook of tho Province more Haltering 
than ever before; and it must, bo indeed 
gratifying to honorable members who 
are supporting the Government to know 
that their course merits and receives the 
cordial endorsement of their constituents. 
Had they takou a different view — had tiny 
voted the Government "out" a sudden 
check would havo been giveh to public 
progress, The quarrel with Canada would 
havo broken out again and raged with all 
its old intensity. The credit of tho Pro- 
vince would have gone out with tho tide 
and remained at a low obb. Tho mining 
polioy would havo been retarded if not 
set ankle; and the mauy interests that de- 



pend for advancement on the develop- 
ment, of Cariboo quartz would havo lan- 
guished or died altogether. These are 
srmo of the dangers that have been hap- 
pily avorted by the vote of tho Houso in 
favor of tho continuance in office of tho 
present practical and farseoing moo. To 
substitute for them political adventurers 
and tricksters would havo been a calam- 
ity from tho effects of which tho Province 
might nover have rocovered. .

To these in- 
quiries we rnako answer that tho evidence 
is overwhelming. Not only was Mr. 
Boscowitz present at tho timo an arrange- 
ment was attempted to bo made for the 
destruction of the McCi eight Ministry, 
but another gentleman was also present 
aud was tendered one of the portfolios in 
the now Cabinet by Mr. DeCosmoS and 
Mr. Walkem. Ho declined the offer — de- 
clined to be a party to treachery and de- 
ceit, and has since been an object at which 
the malevolenoe of tho party organ has 
been direoted.

Dr. Talmage on the late Pope and 
Turkey. 

New Yoiik, Feb. 9— Rev. Dr. TiU- 
madgo, at the Brooklyn tabernacle last 
evening, referring to the Pope's death, 
said : 

Lot us be careful how wo judge those 
who differ from us in the forms of re- 
ligion. I don't carojwhethor they count 
their beads or cross tho nsolves with 
holy water, or follow the forms of old 
fashioned Methodist camp meetings, if 
they only have their eyes on something 
beyond, they arc Christians. I don't 
care whether they kneel on tho stone 
slops of St. Peter's at ltonio or on the 
bare floor of n western log cabin, tho 
heart, is the thing aud not the hands. 
If the heart is right everything is right; 
if the heart is wrong everything is 
wrong; "by their fruits ye shall know 
them." I am glad to beliovo that the 
Pope of Rome looked beyond the cru- 
cifix. I am glad to know that during 
the latter days of his life he showed 
signs of being a christian man. 

Referring to tho Eastern war, Tal- 
madge said; 

"I am glad Turkey is crushed. She 
was an old butcher. Tho question now 
is: What shall wo do with her old 
carcass? Whore aro tho spades long 
enough to dig a hole deep enough to 
bury it? What will England do? If she 
halls she becomes a second rate power, 
if she marches all Europe will be set 
ablaze. He referred to (ilnglancVs 
throne as tho purest in Europe, if not 
in the whole world. Tho girl Victoria 
knoeliug by tho side or her ecclesiasti- 
cal adviser tho night before her coro- 
nation made vows to God and to Eng- 
land, not one of which has she ever 
broken. I have no admiration for 
Turkey's conqueror, Russia has been 
shulUing and sneering at tho church 
for years. Where is Poland? Where 
are the myriads of human beings who 
have beep strangled under her cruel 
heel? Huseia has been one of tho worst 
oppressors of the human race that ever 
existed."

Hard Tunes in England. 

An article in the London "Saturdsy 
Review" of January 5th gives a gloomy 
aud even distressing view of the hard 
times in England. Tho iron industry 
is prostrate. The condition of the 
coal trade is ruinous. The price of 
stoel is only one third of what it was 
iu 1873, and tho fall in the value of 
iron in all forms has been in the same 
proportion. Other branchosof indus- 
try suffer corresponding depression. 
In many places the condition of the 
laboiing classes is of real distress. 
Causes similar to those operating in 
America havo led to these results. Such 
facts disprove utterly tho shallow plea 
that hard times with us are due to the 
causes urged by demagogues in our 
midst. Take what the "Saturday Re- 
view" says, and note how tho commerce 
and industries of the world aro all re- 
lated : 

The primary causo of this lamentable 
collapse of two vast industries is the 
sudden paralysis with which railway 
enterprise was smitten in the summer 
of 1873. For the past half century the 
civilized world has been busily ptovid- 
ing itself with steam communication. 
Wo have made 16,000 miles of line, 
tho United States four times as much, 
and other countries iu proportion to 
their means and their requirements. 
At same time, iron has taken to* a lnrge 
extent the place of wood in shipbuild- 
ing and has also become tho main in- 
strument of all modem industry. The 
necessary consequence of so unparallel- 
ed a demand was an extraordinary 
stimulus to the production of iron. 
Eveiy country, however thinly popu- 
lated, and however backward in dc- 
velopemeut, eagerly sougnt a share in 
a trade so profitable. Tho manufacture 
therefore, was fostered by every con- 
ceivable means. At length, the more 
advanced nations had practically com- 
pleteil their railway network, but 
warning was not taken. Tbo less 
advanced countries obtained loans in 
the London market, and continued the 
work more recklessly than before. Tbo 
end, however, could not bo long post- 
poned, aud with tho discredit of for- 
eign loans, railway construction was 
brought to a standstill. Tho payment 
of tho French indemnity, which in 
effect was tho transfer of immense 
capital from productive to unproduc- 
tive employment, aud its reckless ex- 
penditure by tho German government, 
aggravated tho crisis. The inflated 
prices o/ 1871-7,3 suddenly dropped, 
and depression fell upon tbo iron and 
coal trades. For a whilo tho changes 
in naval construction inadr, nocessary 
by tho opening of tho Suez Canal 
mitigated tho crisis by keeping up a 
considerable demand for iron for ship- 
building purposes. But the trans- 
formation is now nearly offected, and 
tho apprehensions excited by the statu 
of Europe have introduced ft now 
element of disturbance. Lastly, the 
substitution of steel rails for iron has 
completed the disorganization of the 
iron industry! The works had boon 
fitted up to manufacture iron, and be- 
fore they can be adapted to turn ut 
steel they must bo completely trans- 
formed. Happily, there is evidence 
that our item masters aro alive to tbo 
necessities of t ho situation, and are ro. 
solute]; preparing for the r«qu.isite

Mr. Speakor took the chair at 2:05 p.m. 

PBIVATK BILLS. 

Mr. Armstrong laid boforo tbo House 
petitions to incorporate tho firm of Moody 
Nelson & Co.; also to ouablo Mr. E. L. 
Derby to reclaim certain overflown lands 
in the neighborhood of Matsqui and Su- 
mas. Referred to Committee on Private 
Bills. 

QUESTION*. 

Mr. Beaven asked for further informa- 
tion relative to the non-publication of 
Orders-in-Gouncil pertaining to the Pro- 
vincial loan of $150,00(1. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that if the hon. 
gentleman would state what Or<ler3 had 
not been published which should have 
been, the matter would receive proper at 
tention. 

BKSOLUTIONB, 

Mr. Beaven moved for copies of all tele- 
grams, petitions and correspondence be- 
tween the trustees of tho Cache Creek 
School and the Government since Fob. 
1st, 1870. Carried. 

Mr. Evans moved for copies of all lot- 
ters, petitions, and other papers relative 
to tho appointment of a Mining Engineer, 
and rospectiug the various appropriations 
aaked for on behalf of tbo district of Cari- 
boo for the year J877. Curried. 

Mr. Walkom moved "that this House 
have placed before it an account of tbo 
mileage paid to Member.* during 
the last two years, together with a copy 
of tho declaration mado by each member 
bofore receiving the said mileage." 

Mr. Mara moved in amendment that tho 
return embrace tbo entire period sine 
Confederation. Carried. 

Mr. Mara moved: "That whereas the 
hon. juuior member for Cariboo, 
Mr. Evans, stated in his placo in this 
Houso on tho 11th inst. "that a road ten 
miles long had been constructed for tho 
bnnetit of one gentleman in Yale whose 
name could bo given if a committee of en- 
quiry were appointed ;"and that ho further 
stated in his place in this House on the 
13th inst., that "the gentleman referred 
to was the Chief Commissioner, and his 
informant was the |iov. Mr. Turner" and 
that "the fact was patent to evoryono in 
tho upper country:" Resolved— That a 
committteo consisting of Messrs. Evans, 
Cowan, Douglas, Morrison and the mov- 
er boaupointod to inquire iuts the above 
charges." (Hear, hear.) Carried. 

Mr. Armstrong moved for a return 
showing the cost of carrying out the Stu- 
tuto in each district; tbo amount assessed ; 
amount collected and amount due on the 
collector's roll in each electoral district 
in each year, since tho Assessment Act of 
1870 hits been in foreo. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho suggested that tho 
hon. mover amend his resolution so as to 
iueludo the School Tax, as tho relative 
cost of each tax could not bo determined 
Hop.natoly.

Mr. Beaven moved for a Soloot Coni- 
mitteo to enquire into tho non-publica- 
tion in tho Journals of 1877 of certain 
ovidonco givon by Mr. McCroight boforo 
tuePublio Accounts commutes.

Mr. Gordon moved tho following roso 
lution: — That this Houso go into Com- 
mittee of tho Whole on Wednesday next 
to take into consideration tho expediency 
of recommending to his honor tho Lieut.- 
Govornor in Council, tho desirability of 
offering a bonus to any person or com- 
pany who shall, within tho nest throe 
years, erect, either at Nanaimo, Departure 
Bay, Quadra, Comox. or Texlmda Island.

Ho 
claimed that the presont caso was one 
which desorvod a bonus and was nn ex 
coption in this respect to many othor eu- 
terprises. Ho hoped tho houso would 
deal with tho matter on its merits, for tho 
manufacture of irou in tho Provinco 
would' stimulate trade generally and in- 
oreaso tho prosperity of the country. 

Tho resolution passed, 

Mr. Galbraith moved for copies of cor- 
respondence botweeu tho Government and 
Mr. Derby. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said thoro was abso- 
lutely no covrespondouco to send down. 
Mr. Derby had made oertuiu propositions 
to tho Government which had siuco been 
cancelled, and tho private bill to bo intro- 
duced by Mr. Armstrong was intended to 
accomplish tho same end us thoso proposi- 
Hons. He thought in fairness to Mr. 
Derby thoso propositions should not now 
bo made public. He would suggest that 
tho ptopositions bo submitted privately 
to any member who wished to peruse them. 
(Hoar). 

Mr. Humphreys said the House was not 
now dealing with private but public in 
terests, and he hoped the resolution 
would be pressed.

The steamer Sir James Douglas arrived 
iu port last evening from Sidney and San 
Juan Is 1 ids. She reports that on Thurs- 
day last Mr. II. B, McMickii g and tho 
telegraphic repairing party proceeded to 
pick up tho o.iblo from the San Juan 
Island end. Upwards of a mile and a 
quarter was taken up when the cable, the 
•lienor sheathing of which is much worn, 
broko. A heavy gale was raging at the 
time, and operations weio oi necessity- 
discontinued. On Friday morning work 
was resumed from tho Sidney Island end 
of tho cable, and after some two miles had 
been picked up tho cable again broke. 
Thus a disconnected portion lies at tho 
bottom of tho sea. Some of that picked 
tip will bo repaired within the next week, 
but it will probably bo a fortnight boforo 
tho cable is completely relaid so as to per- 
mit of direct telegraphic communication. 

The Wak.— Much anxiety continues to 
bo felt hera ro-pectiug the defenceless 
condition of our coa^t. In the event of a 
sudden outbreak a Russian fleet might 
inflict much damage to British shipping 
in tho Pacific, as well as tbo coast lino of 
this Province. The dockyard would be 
a splendid prize, and the destruction of 
tho coal mines at Nanaimo would prove a 
serious affair for the naval forces. How- 
ever, wo do not anticipate war until after 
tho mooting of tho Couforcnce, when 
thero will bo a chance — a slim one, in- 
deed—for tho agreement of the powers. 
In tho meanwhile urgeut calls will bo 
mado on the Imperial Govornment for an 
augmentation of the naval forces in thoso 
waters.

Sad Suicide 

Citizens woro much astonished yestor- j 
day morning by a report that Mrs. Wilson 
of Johnson street had committed suicide 
by hanging herself. Tho report proved 
to bo only too tt uo. Some threo and 
a-half years ago the husband (George 
Wilson) of the deceased died from tbo 
effects of a bite from a pig, and since (hen 
Mrs. Wilion has been in a low, despool- 
ing state. Nothing, however, occurred 
to denote that she was of unsound mind 
until a few mouths sinew, when sho dis- 
played Considerable uneasiness and sev- 
eral times ppoke of killing herself. About 
threu weeks or a month ago she wont to 
tho Sisteis of St. Arm and asked them to 
tako caro of all her papers, leaving witU 
them, among others, her husband's will. 
Barely had a week elapsed when sho at 
tempted to drown hersolf at James Bay, 
but was rescued, and nothing more was 
said about the affair. Up to Wednesday 
last she duly fulfilled her several house- 
hold duties, but complained more than 
ovor that nothing would go well with 
her. [On Thursday she induced her 
children to go to St.' Andrew's Cathedra] 
for Requiem Mass, and this was tho last 
time thoy saw their mother alive, as sho 
did not appear again that day, and think- 
ing she was out thoy went to bed about 10 
p.m. About 7:30 yesterday morning the 
two littlo girls thought they would feed 
the chickens, and on opening tbo door of 
the stable woro horrified to find their 
mother banging to a beam. They at onco 
ran and told then- neighbors, who com- 
municated with tho police. On examina- 
tion of the premises it was found sho first 
secured a hempen ropo to a beam, then 
mounted two boxes, about, throe foot high, 
and passed the ropo around her neck, hud 
subsequently stepped off the impromptu 
scaffold, and thus met her untimely eud 
without a struggle, as her neck was broken 
by the fall. The deceased leaves four 
children, throe girls, tho oldest, Jane, 
about 12 yours, and one boy, employed 
at .Messrs. Qoodacre A: Dooley's. Thosu 
aro not, however, entirely unprovided for 
in that by their father's will there aro four 
town lots loft for their benefit. The de- 
ceased does not appear to havo boon in 
pecuniary difficulties, for although she did 
not leave any money upon tho promises, she 
apparently left no debts. The following is 
tho result of the inquest held before Hon. 
A.F. Pemberton at tho houso of tho deceas- 
ed on Johnson street. 

John Higgins, being sworn, stated 
that iu consequence of information re- 
ceived he wont to tho promises occupied 
by tho deceased, Mrs. Wilson, and found 
her suspended from a beam in the stables; 
cut tho ropo, and with Lbo assistance of a 
colored man named Barnswell laid her 
wboro sho then laid; tho body was quite 
coid when out down. 

Jane Wilson, being sworn, said sho 
was 12 years of ago and a daughter of tho 
deceased; saw her mother for tho last 
time about 10:30 a.m. on Thursday last; 
she (witness) then left home to go to 
church, leaving only hor mother in the 
house; returned -with hor sister about 12 
o'clock am) found hor mother absent; 
they went to bed about 10 o'clock ; when 
thoy got Up this (Friday) morning could 
not find their mother; at 7 o'clock witness 
aud her sister went to feed the chickens; 
wont to tbo door of the stablo and saw 
their mother hanging from a beam; thoy 
told their neighbors who came to look at 
her; her mother bad often said that sho 
would kill herself; she said she w«s sick 
all the time and nothing would go well 
with her; her father had boon dead three 
years and a half; hor mother novel com- 
plained before witness' father died; did 
not know whether her mother had money 
or not. 

J. B. Matthews, M.R U.S., sworn, said 
ho had examined the body of tho deeoased 
and found a ropo around her neck; thero 
was no appearance of any other violence 
about her person; the point of tbo tongue 
was bitten through in the struggle dur 
ing suffocation; the nock was broken by 
the fall, and her death was caused by the 
fracture of tho neck and suffocation. 

Tho jury, Peter Pohon, foreman, 
Richard Edwards, Peter Davidson, John 
LawBou, H. Bold, and L Ardley, re- 
turned a verdict that the deceased catuo 
to her death by committing suicide dur- 
ing temporary insanity.

An Act to Encourage the Mining of 
Gold-Bearing- Quartz, 

Whereas many gold bearing quartz 
lodges havo been discovered in tho elec- 
toral Ttistriet of Cariboo; and whereas the 
prosperity of the Provinco would bo ma 
lorially and permanently increased by the 
suooessfal development of such ledges: 

Therefore, Her Majesty, by a nd with 
tho ad vice and consent of" tho Legislative 
Assembly of tho Province of British Co- 
lumbia, enacts as follws: — 

1. "Tho "Quartz Act, 1877," ;« hereby 
ropoalod. 

2. If aud when the Cariboo Quartz 
Mining (limited) erects, at somo placo 
north of tho Quesnelle ltiver Within the 
electoral district of Cariboo und in tho 
neighborhood of somo well-defined quartz 
lodge, a good and snilloient quartz mill, 
of not less than ten stamps, capable of 
crushing not less Lbuu ten tous of quartz 
per diem, to tho satisfaction of thoLiout.- 
Govornor in Council, the said company 
shall bo entitled to, and shall rooeivo out 
of the consolidated revenue of tho Prov- 
ince, the sum of fifteen thousand dollars: 
Provided that it shall bo lawful for tho 
officer in charge cf tho Treasury, n the 
request of tho Minister of Mines, to ad- 
vance to tho said company, out of tho 
said fifteen thousand dollar's, such sum or 
sums, from time to time, ushosl m il ihink 
fit, for the purpose of assisting tho said 
company to procure thy necessary machin- 
ery aud plant, for the erection of the said 
mill. 

3. After payment of such su m s Hor 
Majesty's Attorney General for tho Pro- 
vince of British Columbia, on behalf of Her 
Majesty, shall bo deemed to bo as against 
tho company so receiving such money, a 
creditor for such inonoy, and shall havo at 
law and iu equity a mortgage upon the 
said mill and other property °f the said 
company for tho said sum of fitteeu thou 
sand dollars, or for such sum as may have 
been adviuccd to the said company, with- 
out the registering or recording of snob 
mortgage. 

•I. Provided always that such debt aud 
mortgage shall not be enforced until tho 
said Minister of Mines shall havo certified 
under his hand and seal to tho said Attor- 
ney Goueral that tho company so receiv- 
ing such money have been recouped out 
of tho proceeds of the mines the moneys 
following, that is to say, the actual ex- 
penses of locating, prospecting and work- 
ing tho mine. 

5. Provided that if tho said company 
so rocoiving such privilego shall u ot ob- 
servo the provisions of section 88 of tho 
"Gold Mining Ordinance, 1867," and al- 
low at all times all oflicers of tho Govern- 
ment of British Columbia duly appointed 
thorefor by the Government to inspoct 
tho hooks of tho company, thoy shall not 
bo entitled to the benefit of tho preced- 
ing clause. 

0. The said debt aud mortgage shall bo 
and be doomed to be extinguished when- 
ever tho Government of British Columbia 
shall bo repaid the said sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars. 

7. It shall be lawful for tho Lieuten- 
ant (lovornor in Council to eug a go tho 
services of a person skilled iu gold aud 
silv er quartz mining. 

8. This Act may be oited as the "Quartz 
Act, 1878." 

Tho above Bill will come up for second 
reading on Monday.

1 can tell by tho bitter taste 
my victuals had when 1 ato thorn, and by 
my tearful longing tor water; but 1 must 
not drink, for lam gone the moment I do. 
Take mo back to my cabin and send for 
Shellwortb." They tenderly raised him 
up for he was in great agony- Mr. Cooper 
partner of Mr. Shellworth, on hearing of 
the accident, Htarted down to visit the 
unfortunate man, and as ho noared tho 
cnbin ho could hoar bis appealing, pitiful 
ori.es, AVhen out of spasms bo could 
always speak, and ho again told Mr. 
Cooper that ho wa- poisoned with strych- 
nine. When ho learned that a doctor had 
been uont for ho said, "It's no uso, I am 
dying; cat from nothing you find in tlm 
cabin, for it is poisoned." After this, 
convulsion followed convulsion, and tho 
poor man died, amid pain and suffering 
which is simply indescribable. Words 
written or spoken can never express it, 
But who can bo tho guilty wretch who 
thus orueUy hurls a man into eternity 
without apparent oittiso or provocation? 
He is Htrongly tuspected, wo boliovo, but 
will justice over reach him?

Election of a Pope. 

Tho Chicago fhnes has tho following- 
account of the eoromony of electing a 
Pope: 

As soon as Pius IX expires, tho Cardi- 
nal Camerlengo, chief ollicer of tho Papal 
household, the apostolic notaries, and 
othei witnesses, will attest the event, and 
break the "seal of the fisherman" used 
by the deceased pontiff. Under ordinary 
circumstances, the body should lio in stato 
nine days, but it is likely that in view of 
surrounding conditions, tho couclavo will 
assemble immediately. The hull regulat- 
ing the election of tho Popu will he read, 
and each Cardinal will swear to obsorve 
its terms. All approaches to tho apart- 
ment will then be closed, exoept ono, 
which can bo opened to admit a tardy car- 
dinal, or to permit tho retirement of a sick 
ono. Tho windows will bo walled up, and 
the food of tho couclavo will bo passed in 
through a small aperture. Balloting will 
continue until tho majority agree upon 
ono name, and until this is accomplished, 
no Cardinal is permitted to have any com- 
munieatiou, oral or written, with any per- 
son outside tbo comlavo. Tho ballots 
aro deposited in a chalice, the mime being 
written, tho paper foldtid, aud as eaoh 
Cardinal stops forward to deposit hisvoto, 
ho will make tho following oath: " I call 
lo witness God, w ho will be my Judge, 
that 1 ehoosso tho person whom, in tho 
presence of God, I judge should beeleoted. 
and that I will do tho same in nccoding " 
—in accepting tho choice of the majority 
should it be another porsou. After tbo 
ballots aro all deposited, a teller is ap- 
poiuted to read taern uloud. The eamo 
form is continued until a definite roBultis 
accomplished. Tho Popo olect will bo 
clothed at onco in tho white pontifical 
habit, tho "fisherman's ring" -will bo 
placed upon hia finger, and after tho 
chanting of the ecca SacerJos Magnus, tho 
first oardiunl deacon will make a public 
announcement of tho family name of the 
elected cardinal, and tho pontifical title 
chosen by him. After his installation a 
bunch of flux will be lighted publicly in 
his presonco, and tho master of ceremonies 
will say, as it flickers and dies, "Holy 
Father, thus pussoth tho glory of the 
world." Tho tiara, or triple crown, will 
then bo placed upon his head. It is a 
high cap or hat of cloth of gold, onoir- 
cled with three coronets, terminating in 
a gold ball surmounted by a cross. Two 
embroidered and fringed pendants bang 
from it, liko those from a Bishop's mitre. 

The Telephone at Osborne House. 

By invitation tho telephono has been 
exhibited to tho Queen by Professor 
Bell and Colonel Reynolds, assisted 
by Mr. C. Wollston. After explaining 
the mechanism of his invention, Pro- 
fessor Bell bold telGphonic communi- 
cation with Osborne Cottage, where 
Mr. F. C. Orniiston superintended the 
apparatus. Her majesty conversed 
with Sir Thotnan and Lady Biddulph, 
and later Miss Kate Field sang "Kath- 
leen Mavourneon," for which her Ma- 
jesty kindly returned thanks telopboni- 
cally through his royal highness tho 
Duke of Connaught. Tho applause 
that followed svas hoard at the cottage 
end of the line. On ugain being re- 
quested to sing, Miss Fiold gave 
Shakespeare's 'Cuckoo Song," which 
was heard through a circuit of five 
human bodies. She then sang "Comin' 
thro' the rye," ami delivered tho epi- 
logue to "Ah You Like It," both being 
perfectly audible. The next experi- 
ments wore with Oowos, where Major 
Webber was in command. A quartett 
of tonie sol fa singers sang "God Save 
the Queen," "Sweet and Low," and 
"Stars of the Summer Night," and 
"Sir Knight, O whither away?" with 
excollont effect, the unison being far 
more completejat Osborne than where 
the singers were tbemselvos. After 
his royal highness tho Duko of Con- 
naught hud finished a long conversa- 
tion with Major Webber, Mr. W. H. 
Preece, of the post office, talked from 
Southampton with Professor Bell and 
Colonel Hoynolds. Buylo playing from 
tho same town was delightful, but the 
music of an organ in London was less 
satisfactory. Uninterrupted conversa- 
tion took place for two hours between 
Mr. WihnoL aud Mr. Preece. Cheering 
and laughing in Loudon were heard 
eighty miles away. Throughout the 
seance her Majesty and tlie Royal 
Family wore exceedingly interested. 
The telephone has superseded the 
division bell in the House of Commons, 
to tho great satisfaction of tho mem- 
born. The "Times" office has now 
telephonic connection with tho re- 
porters' gallery in the Houso of Coin-
